They included a support of the .Czech Legion against its enemies - which in practice at 
that date meant the Bolsheviks," since the Czechs had just seized Vladivostok from the 
Bolshevik government. At that time the Czechs were w»rking with Admiral Kolchak's 
counter-revolutionary government, variously seated at Samara, Omsk, or wherever the Bol- 
sheviks hadn't come yet. General Graves, in charge of the Siberian operation, gave the 
memorandum a very restrictive interpretation,, and when the State Department to^d him to 
support Kolchak, he replied that he was under the jurisdiction of the War Department.
